Samuel  lamsey  was  born  about  1740,  as  he  acquired  land  in  South 
Carolina  in  1762.  Both  his  parentage  and  birth  place  are  unknown.  Family 
legend  states  that  the  Ramseys  of  whom  we  are  descended  came  to  this  country 
after  the  Scots  were  defeated  at  the  Battle  of  Culloden  in  1745,  our  first 
ancestor  in  this  country  being  a  physician.  The  first  definite  record  of 
Samuel  appears  in  1762  when  he  was  granted  100  acres  of  land  in  Berkley, 
County,  South  Carolina.  He  was  also  granted  several  other  tracts  of  land 
in  South  Carolina!  150  aeres,  February  4,  1765  on  96  Creek  in  Berkley 
County;  100  acres,  August  7,  1768  in  Berkley  County;  100  acres  October  18, 
1770  in  Edgefield  County  on  Sleepy  (’’Rocky”)  Creek;  486  acres  in  96  District 
on  February  19,  1786;  and  finally,  243  acres  in  96  District  on  May  4,  1786. 
According  to  Mra.  Susan  S.  Padgett  of  Columbia,  South  Carolina  (with  some 
30  years  experience  in  genealogical  research)  Samuel  Ramsey’S  land  was 
located  some  8  or  9  miles  north  of  the  town  of  Edgefield,  South  Carolina, 
between  highways  25  and  430  and  just  south  of  highway  378. 

Mr.  Ramsey’s  Revolutionary  service  is  proved  in  Stubs  Entry  Book  "Vn, 
number  652;  ’’Issued  to  1%*.  Samuel  Ramsey  13th  September  1785,  for  six 
Pounds,  8s?/d  st.  g.  for  Militia  Duty  as  Private,  per  account  passed  by  the 
commissioners  Principle  h  6*. 8:7.  Annual  interest  fc  0#.9..k.” 

Samuel  Ramsey  married  Ealanor  «  It  is  hoped  that  further 

reserach  will  reveal  mere  information  concerning  this  couple.  Samuel 
Ramsay’s  name  appears  on  the  1790  United  States  Census  of  Edgefield  County:

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Mr.  Ramsey  died  in  Edgefield  County  about  1794,  and  his  wife  about  1800. 

From  the  will  of  their  son,  Matthew  Ramsey,  made  in  1797,  we  know  that 
they  had  the  following  children:

They  were  probably  born  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  listed  above;  this 

is  the  order  in  which  they  are  listed  in  the  will. 

James  Ramsey  (Ramsay),  son  of  Samuel  and  Ealanor  Ramsey,  was  born 
about  1783  in  Edgefield  County,  South  Carolina.  If  the  order  in  which  the 
children  of  Samuel  and  Ealanor  Ramsey  are  listed  correctly  in  the  will  of 
Matthew,  James  was  the  third  child  born  to  them.  He  married  Mary  Quattle¬ 
baum  of  Edgefield  about  1803.  She  was  born  about  1786  and  was  the  child 
of  Johannes  and  Anna  Barbara  Quattlebaum.  (See  table  of  contents  for  the 
Quattlebaum  Genealogy.)  James,  his  wife,  and  family  moved  from  Edgefield 
to  Lowndes  County,  Alabama  about  1815;  however,  he  did  not  enter  his  first 
land  there  until  August  26,  1828.  His  land  in  Edgefield  was  sold  to  John 
Dorn  February  3,  1805.  The  Alabama  records  show  that  shortly  after  the 
formation  of  Lowndes  County  in  1829  (up  to  that  time  it  had  been  part  of 
Montgomery  Goufaty  ),  the  Lowndes  County  Court  met  on  November  15,  1830  at 
Hayneville.  His  honor  Peter  Williamson  presided.  The  sheriff  returned  the 
Venire  Facias  and  the  following  persons,  having  been  sommoned  to  serve  as 
jurors,  appeared  in  Court  and  answered  to  their  names,  to  wit:  John  Kimball 
Gabriel  P.  Moore,  James  Ramsey.  Duncan  Seller,  Joel  Tatum,  John  Bass,  John 
F.  Auld,  Spencer  Eldridge,  and  William  Ramsey .  James  sold  his  land  in 
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Lowndes  County  January  18,  1836  to  Joseph  McConnoughye  and  entered  his  first 
land  in  Union  Parish,  Louisiana  in  Apt 11,  1836.  The  author  had  been  told 
by  oldre  members  of  the  family  in  Uflion  Parish  that  the  journey  from  Ala¬ 
bama  to  Louisiana  was  made  by  covered  wagon.  The  distance  traveled  each 
day  was  so  small  that  a  slave  was  sent,  each  afternoon,  back  to  the  pre¬ 
vious  night's  camp  to  bring  a  burning  ember  for  the  new  campfire.  Mr. 

Ramsey  died  on  his  farm,  which  was  located  near  what  is  now  Zion  Hill  Church 
in  the  southern  part  of  Union  Parish  about  May  10,  1851.  His  wife  Mary  also 
died  in  Union  Parish  about  1854.  Mr.  Ramsey  left  no  will;  however,  the  deeds 

whereby  his  children  divided  his  land  among  themselves  and  their  mother  are

on  record  in  the  Union  Parish  Courthouse.

He  was 
brought  to  Lowndes  County  (then  Montgomery  County) , Alabama  at  an  early  age 
by  his  father.  Mr.  Ramsey  was  a  planter  while  he  lived  in  Alabama,  but  in 
183 8  he  removed  to  Union  Parish,  Louisiana  and  resided  there  until  1851, 
when  he  moved  to  Claiborne  Parish.  He  married  Mary  Ann  Tanker si ey,  daughter 
of  John  Roy  and  Mary  Ann  (Tankersley)  Tanker sley,  in  Montgomery  County,  on 
Msrch  6,  1828.  (See  the  table  of  contents  for  the  Tankersley  Genealogy) 

Mrs.  Ramsey  was  born  in  Tennessee,  probably  Williamson  County,  cn  March  15, 
1813  and  died  in  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana  June  12,  1863.  Mr.  Ramsey 
died  in  Union  Parish  some  time  in  May,  1888  while  on  a  irisit  there.  A 
succession  of  Wilks  Ramsey,  filed  under  Jacket  Number  1068  in  the  Clair- 
borne  Parish  Courthouse,  reflects  that  he  died  interstate,  leaving  some 
property  and  the  following  major  heirs:  William  Ramsey,  J.  R.  Ramsey,  E. 

L.  Ramsey  and  Jane  Caldwell,  residents  of  Claiborne  Parish;  D.  M,  Ramsey 
of.Uhion  Parish;  Wilks  Ramsey  of  St.  Landey  Parish;  M.  A.  Key,  James  Ramsey^ 
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E.  R.  Brown,  and  0.  S.  Ramsey  of  the  state  of  Texas;  M.  A.  Morris  of  Webster 
Parish;  and  George  Ramsey  of  Winn  Parish.

As  a  child, 
he  received  little  education,  but  in  later  life,  through  self  study,  he 
became  a  well  informed  man,  and  was  thoroughly  informed  on  all  the  current 
topics  of  the  day.  In  later  life  in  Claiborne  Parish,  he  farmed  and  taught 
school  for  two  years.  He  served  in  the  courthouse  as  deputy  recorder  in 
1859,  and  in  1861  he  was  elected  recorder,  serving  in  that  capacity  until 
the  latter  part  of  1866.  He  served  constantly  until  1889,  when  the  office 
was  discontinued  and  consolidated  with  the  county  clerk's  office;  Mr.  Ramsey 
was  made  a  deputy.  He  served  in  that  office  for  over  thirty-one  years, 
longer,  perhaps,  than  any  other  man  in  Louisiana.  He  was  also  mayor  of  Homor 
Louisiana  and  was  a  member  of  the  Council  for  several  years.  Mr .  Ramsey  was 
married  in  Claiborne  Parish  in  January,  1864  to  Sarah  Elizabeth  Tuggles, 
who  was  born  in  1836  in  Georgia  and  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  H.  Tuggles.

his  brothers  and  sisters  were  brought  to  Union  Parish,  Louisiana  by  their 
parents  in  1838  and  remained  there  until  1851,  when  the  family  moved  to 
Claiborne  Parish.  In  1859  James  and  ps  brother  George  Quin  were  living  in 
Winn  Parish  where  James  married  Sarah  M.  Been  July  4,  1359.  Sarah  M.  Deen 
was  born  in  Lowndes  County,  Alabama  July  24,  I842,aii85was  the  daughter  of 
Simeon  Deen,  who  was  born  in  South  Carolina  in  1802.  Mr.  Ramsey  served  in 
the  Confederate  Army  from  the  State  of  Louisiana.  He  enlisted  July  20,  1862 
at  Winn  Parish  and  served  in  Company  F  of  the  Second  Louisiana  Cavalry  with 
the  rank  of  private.  A  roll  dated  January  and  February,  1863  (last  of  file) 
gave  him  as  absent,  having  been  a  prisoner  of  war  since  December  2,  1862. 

For  a  short  time,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ramsey  may  have  lived  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana 
and  in  1868  they  moved  to  Columbus,  Texas  where  he  worked  as  a  blacksmith. 
Mrs.  Ramsey  died  in  Columbus  November  25,  1908  at  8:00  P.  M. ;  the  phydician 
was  a  Doctor  Harrison  and  the  cause  of  death  was  given  as  heart  failure.  Mr. 
Mr.  Ramsey  died  in  Columbus  in  January  or  February,  1915  and  a  copy  of  his 
will  may  be  found  in  the  miscellaneous  notes  to  the  Ramsey  Family.  Their 
children :
